Grain Farming Area of Virden 
Now “Oil Centre” of Manitoba 


VIRDEN, Man.—Two years ago this was 
a quiet, well-to-do agricultural community 
in the middle of a grain farming area. To¬ 
day it is a bustling little community that is 
calling itself the "Oil Centre" of Manitoba. 
With one oil field almost on its doorstep and 
another within a few miles, Virden is ex¬ 
periencing what it calls "oil prosperity". 
And the signs are plain to see. Main streets 
are being torn up as large excavating ma¬ 
chines gouge out trenches for new sanitary 
sewers. High above the to»wn rises a new 
water tower, part of the water works system 
being installed. New business buildings are 
going up and new homes are being built. 
Along No. 1 Highway new garages, service 


stations and motels are nearing completion. 
Downtown is a new movie house, named ap¬ 
propriately enough, "The Derrick". Virden 
citizens became oil conscious in 1950 when 
the nearby field was discovered almost on 
the outskirts of the town. Already the new 
field has six producing wells, the wellheads 
of which can be seen from the town. One 
of the most recent wells brought into pro¬ 
duction was Imperial Oil's Virden 8-28 on 
the 320-acre farm of William C. Skinner, 
about one mile northwest of the town. Mr. 
Skinner held the mineral rights for his farm, 
but some little time ago he sold half of them 
to a syndicate of Virden businessmen. The 
| royalties on the Skinner well production! 
| amount to one barrel of oil in eight.

3. The baby sitter should be in¬ 
structed to wrap children in 
blankets and get them out safely 
and quickly in case of fire. No 
time should be taken in an at¬ 
tempt to dress children. 

4. The fire department should be 
notified immediately by telephone 
or alarm after all persons are 
safely outside. 

5. Parents should inform the 
baby sitter where they mpy be 
reached in case of an emergency.

EDMONTON.—Plans for testing | 
I all Alberta cattle for tuberculosis 
were announced recently by Hon. 
D. A. Ure, provincial minister of 
agriculture, who received word

Testing of cattle and establish¬ 
ment of restricted areas on a muni¬ 
cipal basis, started in 1939 and 
since that time the provincial de-j 
partment has spent more than 
$50,000 in advancing the plan. Mr. 
Ure stated. In 1951 and 1952 some 
280,000 head were tested.

Girls Should Be

Some deer hunters are being 
careless when shooting in the 
vicinity of rural schools, it has. 
' been reported to officials of the ] 
Manitoba Game and Fisheries 
Branch, Department of Mines and 
Resources. 

Never shoot in the direction of 
a school during school hours or 
when children may be expected to 
be going to or from school, of¬ 
ficials of the branch warn. 

The problem is becoming more 
acute with the increasing number 
of hunters in the field, it is re- 
I ported. This year there will be be¬ 
tween 35,000 and 40,000 hunters 
stalking deer in Manitoba. 

Officials state that the question 
of setting up safety zones around 
school districts, similar to those 
now in force for motorists, is 
being considered. 

Meanwhile, it is emphasized, it 
is most important that every 
hunter acquaint himself with local 
school districts and take every 
precaution to avoid a tragic ac¬ 
cident.

In Europe it was custom for a 
young girl to creep to the family 
woodpile on Christmas Eve and 
pull out the first stick that her 
hand touched. If the stick was a 
straight one with no knots, tradi¬ 
tion said that she would have a 
good husband. 

Farmers In Europe also gave 
torches to their children and sent 
them singing Into the apple orch¬ 
ards and the fields. The mice, cat¬ 
erpillars and moths were said to 
flee before the approaching song¬ 
sters. 

In early Germany it was a be¬ 
lief that water turned into wind 
during the hour before midnight 
on Christmas Eve.

He taught Saint Nick to smoke a 
long pipe, and, in the story, re¬ 
placed his shuffling hay-burner 
with a trim wagon. 

A short time later Saint Nicho¬ 
las’ transportation was aided by 
Clement Moore in his famous 
poem “The Visit From St. Nicho¬ 
las”, written in 1882. Moore, a 
professor of divinity in a New 
York theological seminary, gave 
Saint Nick a sleigh, twinkling 
eyes, cheeks like roses, nose like 
a cherry, and a round little belly.

Magi Were Priests 
Of Persian Religion 

i Along about this time of the 
^ year there’s a lot written, 
said and sung about the Magi. 
Just who were the Magi, anyway? 

The Magi were priests of an 
ancient Persian religion called 
Zoroastrianism. The Greek hist¬ 
orian Herodotus gives a very fav¬ 
orable account of them and their 
influence in a society which ex¬ 
isted 400 years before Christ’s 
birth. 

According to Herodotus the Magi 
were powerful in public and pri¬ 
vate affairs. They conducted the 
education of the young princes, 
and were in constant attendance 
upon the king as counsellors. 

This description of a Magi ap¬ 
pears in the sacred writing of 
Zoroaster: "Thou shouldst call 
him priest, who sits the whole 
night through and yearns for holy 
wisdom that enables man to stand 
upon death's bridge fearless and 
with happy heart, the wisdom 
whereby he attains the holy and 
glorious world of paradise.’’ 

The three Magi or Wise Men. 
who followed the Star of Bethle¬ 
hem and brought gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh to the 
Christ Child, remain nameless, 
but they were the first to recog¬ 
nize the importance of the birth of 
the Prince of Peace. 

Dressed in long white robes, 
wearing crowns of lighted candles 
(the traditional costume for 
“Lucias”) the girls present gifts 
and the traditional Lucy day 
coffee and rolls to hospital pa¬ 
tients, etc. The queen and her 
maidens, enthroned in a star 
spangled horse-drawn chariot, 
lead festive processions around the 
village squares and through city 
streets. 

Parade participants depict al¬ 
ternate scenes from Sweden’s pic¬ 
turesque Lapland and the Wild 
West of the United ^tates, while 
musicians in multi-oolored cos¬ 
tumes alternate playing northern 
folk tunes and American jazz. 


New Year Was 
A Spring Affair 
In Egypt, Rome 


New Year’s was, not always a 
mid-winter affair. Ancient Egypt 
used the overflowing of the Nile 
as a calendar and celebrated the 
New Year accordingly, in June. 
The Babylonians began their year 
in March, and the early Romans 
followed the Babylonian pattern. 

Bearing this in mind, the custom 
of invoking the gods of fertility 
at New Year’s time—.the origin of 
which Is lost in antiquity —seems 
logical and appropriate. 

The Romans were accustomed 
to hanging tiny masks of Bacchus 
upon trees and vines, the idea be¬ 
ing to impart fertility to every 
side of the tree to which the 
masks were turned by the wind. 

In the old days Rumanian 
youths went from house to house 
singing and wishing everyone a 
prosperous New Year. 

Scottish lads always had a howl¬ 
ing good time going about on New 
Year’s Elve switiching the trunks 
of fruit trees and petitioning a 
‘good howling crop.’ 

Reflecting the fear of starva¬ 
tion, peasant families in various 
parts of the world baked a special 
New Year’s cake which they dash¬ 
ed against the door; members of 
the household hastened to pick 
up a piece and eat it, prayerful 
that neither hunger nor want 
should enter the house during the 
ensuing year

19 in the hope of influencing a 
decision by the U.S. Federal Power 
Commission and "to spike pre- 
sistent- rumors which have been 
circulating across the country in 
regard to the natural gas pipeline.” 

Mr. Bennett was referring to the 
proposed West Coast Transmission 
Company, natural gas pipeline 
which would extend from north of

Weeds are estimated to inflict i 
losses amounting to $50 millions 
annually upon Manitoba farmers, 
H. E. Wood, chairman of the 
Manitoba Weed Control Board 
stated at a meeting of the Union 
of Municipalities held recently in! 
Winnipeg. 

They gained foothold in days | 
when farming was being pioneered 
i in the province, he said. The prob¬ 
lem has been growing progres¬ 
sively worse, he added, except for 


some indications of improvement 
in the last few years. 

Damage is caused in four main 
ways, Mr. Wood indicated. Dock¬ 
age loss amounted to 3% of the 
crop marketed in 1951-52, he re¬ 
ported. In terms of money, dock¬ 
age alone cost Manitoba farmers 
more than $5 million. 

Competition of weeds is another 
important factor. "Sometimes,” 
the speaker stated, "a field or 
farm may be so badly infested as 
to be abandoned.” 

Weads rob the soil of both 
moisture and plant nutrients, re¬ 
sulting in marked lowering of 
yields. Higher operating costs can 
also be chalked up against the ad- 
j ditional tillage required to control 
, weeds.

The 
Coleman Witnesses have engaged 
in this distribution along with 
their brothers all over Canada and 
have placed some 440 accounts of 
the case with public-spirited per¬

The Witnesses have prepared a 
full report of the entire case, go¬ 
ing into every detail, even quot¬ 
ing the lawyers and judges. They 
have published this in a special 
issue of the November 22 Awake 
magazine. Some 500,000 extra cop¬ 
ies of this magazine have been 
printed, and the Witnesses have 
carried it into every city and town 
over the Dominion, in a nation¬ 
wide campaign to circulate this 
report. 

Since the City of Quebec passed 
a censorship by-law in October, 
1933,: "forbidding anyone to dis¬ 
tribute in the streets of Quebec 
any book, pamphlet, circular or 
tract whatever, without having 
previously obtained for so doing 
the written permission of the 
Chief of Police", the history of 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses in that, 
province has been one court trial 
followed by other court trials 

Their recent victory in the Su¬ 
preme Court, in the case of ‘‘Sau- 
mur City of Quebec and the At¬ 
torney General of Quebec” (aris¬ 
ing out of this unjust by-law) 
has not only affected the 800 Wit¬ 
nesses on trial in that province, 
but every religious organization; 
in fact every newspaper, and ev¬ 
ery political party in Canada. 

The Witnesses feel that in car¬ 
rying this report to every home in 
the Dominion, the people will be 
given the opportunity to read for 
themselves the eye witness ac¬ 
counts of the great battle for 
freedom of worship in Canada, 
and the victory obtained; which 
not only affects the Witnesses, 
but indeed every citizen of this 
nation.
